MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 28.—The 


Democratic platform as prepared by the 
committee on resolutions after an all 
nighe session and presented to the con- 
vention tis a whole today for ratifica- 
tion, strongly endorses Win. 
Jennings 


Bryan as the Democratic candidate for 
president in 1»OS. Among other things 
the platform demands enforcement of 
the statutes against all trusts, combina- 
tions and monopolies;, favors revision of 
the present tariu"; the election of United 
States senators by direct vote and gov- 
ernment control and regulation of all 
public service corporations; favors two 
cents per mile maximum passenger rail- 
road rate; taxation on the ndvalorem 
basis and amendments to the primary 
election law. 


When the report of the committee was 


first rend to the convention, the resolu- 
tion referring to Win. J. Bryan caused 
a tumult of applause which lusted about 
three minute*. Three cheers and a tiger 
for Bryan were given repeatedly.

TEXT OF THE RESOLUTIONS. 


"We recognize that the gigantic trusts 


and combinations dcsijjife.aTd'orinble'cap"- 
ital.to-.secure more than its just share 
of the joint products of capital aud la- 
bor, and which hnve been fostered and 
promoted under Republican rule, arc a 
menace to beneficial competition and are 
obstacles to permanent business prosper- 
ity. 
A private monopoly is indefensible 


and intolerable. 


•DEMOCRATS PRAISED. 


"Wo demand a strict enforcement of 


existing civil and 
criminal 
statutes 


against oil trusts, combinations- and 
monopolies,'and we commend the Demo- 
cratic .members of both houses of con- 
gress for-the loyal support they have giv- 
en to legislation at thise session. 


TAKlJMi1 NEEDS CHANCING. 


' "We" favor revision of the present tar 
iff, nnd'liold that the tariff duty shoul* 
bo levied' for the. purposes of revenue 
such duties' to be .so adjusted us to oper 
»te equally throughout the country, an< 
not discriminate between classes or sec 
tiona, and the taxation should be limit- 
ed to the needs of the government, lion 
estly and economically administered.

BELIEVE IX INCOME TAX. 


"We deem it imperative in order to 


protect the people from the inordinate 
exactions of coal and oil combinations 
and monoplies, that the federal gvern- 
Jnent should reserve from sale, all coal 
and oil rights in all government lands 
hereafter grunted. 


"We believe in the principle of income 


taxation and favor such amendment to 
the federal constitution as will permit 
federal taxation on incomes. 


MAKE FILIPINOS INDEPENDENT. 


"We insist that we ought to do for 


the Filipinos what we have already done 
for the Cubans, and it is our duty to 
make that promise now, and upon suita- 
ble guarantees of protection to citizens 
of our own and other countries resident 
there at the time of our withdrawal, 
the Filipino people upon their feet, fret 
and independent, to work out their owi 
destiny. 


able municipalities to own, construct 
and acquire by purchase such public util- 
ities as they may deem proper; and to 
enable them to do so we favor amending 
section three of article eleven of the con-

We therefore favor the adoption of the 
constitutional amendment permissive of 
a graduated income tax.

It wag declared that political influ- 


ences must be kept out of schools, and 
the good roads movement was endorsed: 
that policyholders must be given full 
protection; that al] laws compelling a li- 
cense fee in lieu of taxes be repealed ex- 
cept as to foreign corporations, and that 
all property within the jurisdiction of 
this commonwealth be assessed and tax- 
ed on an ad valorem basis until super- 
seded by a more scientific method.

volunteered to climb up and attempt to 
lx it. 
The pulley was some 40 feet 


Riggs made thn 
i scent and had repaired the pulley and 
md started to return when the rope to 
,-hich he had been holding snapped like 
i whip cord nnd he wns thrown to the 
tone floor 40 feet below. He was picked 
up unconscious by the other men in the 
barn who had heard the full and hurriec 
to his assistance. Riggs was still alive 
when discovered by his fellow workmen 
nnd ns soon as possible he wan carried 
out into the yard nenr the barn and a 
doctor summoned. The young man, how- 
ever, never regained consciousness and 
he died a few niinutes after he had been 
removed from the barn.

The greatest crowd of the day was en-

the desk. 


During almost his entire day in the- 


coroner's office, Thaw sat with his hnndfl 
pressed to his face to conceal himself 
from the score or more of photographers 
who had crowded into the room. Sev- 
eral times the croner directed that the 
room be cleared, but just as often the 
photographers 
and

crowded back into the room. 


IN MURDERERS' ROW. 


At the conclusion of the proceedings 


Thaw was taken through a side door to 
avoid the great crowd which had gather- 
ed in the corridors of the criminal court 
building and across the Bridge of Siphs 
to the Tombs. There, after his pedigree- 
had been taken, he was assigned to a 
cell on the second tier of the 
prison 


where all prisoners charged with homi- 
cide are confined. 


Dr. McGuire, the 
Tombs 
physician, 


after a talk with the prisoner this after- 
noon, said he had discovered signs of 
emotional insanity in Thaw and also ho 
believed indications of incipient paresis. 


For two months past there have been

Harry K. Thaw's first night in the 


Tombs prison under a charge of murder 
was an uneventful 
one. 
He 
retired 


early, slept 
soundly 
and 
peacefully 


through the night and arose apparently 
rested and refreshed. Thaw's whole up- 
pearnnce was changed today. He seem- 
ed much brighter than lit any time, since 
the tragedy and for the first time since 
he has been in custody lie appeared to 
take a lively interest in his surround- 
ings. He was astir and partly dressed 
when the morning gong sounded at 7 
o'clock and greeted the guard cheerily 
when the officer visited his cell. 
After 


a light breakfast which was supplied by 
the prison caterer Thaw asked for and 
wns given all the morning newspapers. 
He glanced through them hastily, giving 
particular attention to the headlines und1 


illustrations in connection with-tho story 
in which he was the centrnl figure. He 
appeared to be greatly pleased when in- 
formed that Mrs. Thaw had expressed 
nn intention to visit him in the prison 
during the day. 


LEFT "MCHT. CAPS" AT,OXK. 


According to the prison officers Thaw 


began to rcgnin his composure soon after 
be was placed in the cell in the Tombs 
yesterday. He spent ;v quiet evening and 
long before the hour for "lights out" be- 
gan preparations for retiring 
for. tbe 


night. Dr. McGtiire. the Tombs physi- 
cian called nt the prisoner's cell just be- 
fore 11 o'clock and asked if any thing 
could be done for him. Thaw replied in 
the negative. 
The physicinn remarked 


that, he supposed Thaw had been accus- 
tomed to having a stimulant before re- 
tiring nnd that he would .miss it. 
He 


told the prisoner, however, that under 
the prison rule hp eould not be permit- 
ted to indulge liis habit. Thaw admitted 
that the physician's surmise was correct 
and lie. iippcnrcd grateful when the phy- 
sician told him he had left two potions 
for him, in WMP he .-hould be restless 
during the night and unable to sleep. 
However he was strongly urged not to 
call for tUcm unless he felt himself nn- 
able to do without them. This morning 
the liquor remained untouched, tho pris- 
oner having enjoyed a good night'i nat- 
ural sleep. 


Sixteen letters were received in this 


morning's mail at the prison for Thaw.

MRS. THAW AT THE TOMBS. 


Thaw received visits from several of 


his attorneys during the forenoon and 
also from u friend who called to lenrn 
what the prisoner needed for his immed- 
iate comfort. All that Thaw asked for 
"was a change of clothing. 


While Tlmw was still in the criminal 


court building undergoing examination 
by the alienists, Mrs. Thnw called at the 
prison to sec her husband. 


Her arrival at the prison had been an- 


ticipated and a crowd numbering several 
thousand pressed around the prison en- 
trance when her cab arrived. 


When the Tombs was 
reached, tho 


street was so crowded that it would have 
been impossible for her to alight luid a 
circuit of the square was made while a 
large force of policemen labored to clear 
a passageway from the street to 
the 


prison entrance, for Mrs. Thaw. 


PENKNIFE TAKES AWAY. 


Mrs. Thaw was obliged to wait about 


half an hour before word was brought 
to her that her husband had returned to 
his call. Both she and her brother-in-law 
then were subjected to search, as is cm- 
thomary in the case of all visitors to tho 
Tombs. 
Nothing was taken from Mrs. 


Thaw, but the attendants gave Josiah 
Thaw n numbered chock in place, of a 
small penknife, which they found in his 
pockets. He was informed that he could 
exchange the check for the knife when 
he was about to leave tho Tomb*. Mrs. 
Thaw nnd her brother-in-law were then 
conducted to Thaw's cell on the second 
tier. The prisoner and his wife greeted 
each other affectionately. 


"You don't look very pert," said she, 


ns the attendant left them alone for a 
long talk. 


MURDERER'S WIFE IX TEARS.

THAW REFUSES TO TALK. 


The alienists who examined Thaw to- 


day announced that the prisoner bad de- 
clined to answer any of the 
questions 


which they asked him. Thaw's reason 
for refusing to reply to questions wns 
that his counsel was not present. Final- 
ly Judge Olcott wn-s summoned, but even 
then Thaw declined to submit to an ex- 
amination. Judge Olcott naid: . 


"I can't understand it. As his legal 


adviser.I have no objection to an exami- 
nation ns to his mental condition by the 
district attorney's experts. You can put 
his refusal to answer down to anything 
you please, obstinacy, or anything else. 
I can't compel him to talk if he does not 
want to."

From Good Health: The latest 


turns tell us that t.he total loss of life by 
the earthquake and Hie fire (in San Fran- 
cisco)- 'foots up less than 2.000. This 


uber has been many times greatly ^ex- 


ceeded. For 
example, in 


earthquake of 1755. 60,000 
Calabria earthquake of 1733 killed 32,- 
000. In 18110 a tidal wave forty 
feet 


high produced by earthquake killed 27,- 
000 on-the coast of Japan. At Mftrtin- 
;que 40,000 pe.rished. But these disasters 
ire nothing—they are but drops in the 
ocean, when we think of the daily and 
hourly tribute of human victims to dis- 
ease." Here arc the figures: 


37.500.000 persons die esch year. 


103,000 persons die each day.

70 persons die each minute. 


1 person dies each second. 


•Every thirty minutes, then, more peo- 


ple -die, than "were killed by the earth- 
quake.

did not materially affect Long Beach, in 
fact the shock was hardly perceptible.

It is a once magnificent | 
city in ruins. 


" GRADUAL SLIDE TO OCEAN. 
It is the opinion of Mr. Scott, and his 


belief is borne out by scientist', that the 


-ea of San Francisco, included in the re- 


cent disturbances, stands on a stratum 
of rock which slants toward the ocean 
which is several miles deep and that it 
gradually slides toward the ocean and 
thus causes the earthquakes. The belief 
prevails that unless this stratum Ends a 
solid level it will eventually be swallow- 
ed up by the ocean. 


CHLOROFORMED BY NURSES. 


Half of the scenes and incidents during 


the quake and fire have not been told, 
and never will be. 
When the injured 


were removed to a pavilion following the 
earthquake, and the fire _gradually crept 
up to the building, those whom it was 
certain could not recover, were chloro- 
formed. As the flames came closer -the 
chloroforming was stopped and the help- 
less persons were deliberately shot. This 
story was told to Mr. Scott by one of 
the head nurses in the place. 
In his 


opinion hundreds of people were killed 
and their fate will never be known. 


On the. way 
home Mr. Scott was 


caught in a landslide up in Canada nnd 
delayed fifteen hours. Further along 
there was another delay of twelve hours 
by a, wuHh-out on the road, ?o that the 
train arrived in St. Paul thirty-six hours 
late. 


All through the counlry northwest of 


St.. Paul, the country is virtually under 
water, occasioned by the, heavy rains. 


WASHINGTON, June 26.—The confer-

FINE FOR ADULTERATION 


Pure Food Bill Will Go Into 


Effect January 1,1907. 


Retail Dealers Immune Against Pro- 


tection if TheV-'HoTd Guarantee; 


p'f Concerns Selling: Goods 


WASHINGTON, June. 28— The pure 


food bill, an agreement upon which was 
reached by tlie conferees yesterday, ia 
now in the senate's hands. 


With the exception of two sections 


the bills will not materially be different. 
The provisions of the house .bill were 
eliminated entirely. They would .. have 
authorized the secretary of agriculture 
to fix standards as to the wholespmcnesi 
or unwholesoiueness of various -food pre- 
servatives, and would have compelled the 
persons selling drugs or food -to furnish 
samples of such product for analysis. 


.The bill now makes it a misdemeanor 


for any person to manufacture, sell, or. 
oiler, for sale any article of food, drug, 
medicine or liquor which is adulterated 
or misbranded, or which contains any 
poisonous or deleterious substance. It 
prescribes for each first offeu.sc a fine 
not to exceed $500, one year's imprison- 
ment, or both, and for each subsequent 
offense a fine of not less than $1,000 or 
one year's imprisonment. 


Confectionery is held adulterated if it 


contains any ingredient or coloring mat- 
ter deleterious or detrimental to health. 
Foods are held adulterated if contain- 
ing any substance reducing, lowering, or 
iujuriously 
affecting 
its quality or 


strength; when nny substance has been 
substituted wholly or in part for the ar- 
ticle; when any valuable constituent has 
been abstracted; when mixed, colored, 
powdered, coated, or stained to conceal 
damage or 'inferiority or when any poi- 
sonous or deleterious ingredients' ar^ 
added. •

MUST TELL PRESERVATIVES: 


Tho use of preservatives, .by-external 


application are permitted .when the', di- 
rections for the removal of such preserv, 
mives are-printed on the covoring of. tlio 
package. 1'ood products . arc. declared 
.adulterated if in whole or.,in- part.of.-a 
filthy, decomposed, or putrid, animal or- 
vegetable substance, or of any portion of 
an animal unlit for food, whether manu- 
factured or not, or if the product of a' 
diseased animal or one that has died 
otherwise than by slaughter. 


The term "misbrnnded" applies to 


foods or drugs whose package or label 
bears any statement, design or device 
false or misleading, or if falsely branded 
as to place where manufactured or pro- 
duced. Any article, however, which docs 
not contain any added poisonous or de- 
leterious ingredients shall not be deemed 
adulterated or misbrandcd when known 
under its distinctive mime, of if com- 
pounds, imitations or blends nrc plainly 
indicated. The term 
"blend" is con- 


structed to mean a mixture of like sub- 
stances, and docs not exclude harmless 
coloring or flavoring ingredients.

REFUSE TO PAY LICENSE 


Some Dog Owners Claim 


Invalid, But District At 


torney Claims Not. 


There are tiventy or thirty dog own- 


ers in the'city .who have • not-paid the 
required 
license. Some of them, it is 


said, have flatly refused to pay members 
of the police force and when asked the 
reason, say they have been 
informed 


that the law is unconstitutional 
and 


they do not have to pay. 
Whether they 


will be arrested and prosecuted is not 
yet determined. 


The city charter provides that a li- 


cense of $2 per annum shall be paid for 
all male dogs and $5 for females; that 
all persons harboring a. dog upon which 
the license has not. been paid, shall be 
fined from $2 to $5 or thirty days in 
jail. Also that any dog found running 
about without a collar and tag attached, 
shall be shot, after certain dates. The 
time for paying the dog license expires 
.the first Tuesday in May. 


City Attorney Burgess states that the 


ice is not a tax, but license, and that it 
'comes under the head of police regula- 
tions. He believes that the law is right 
and unless delinquents pay there, will 
soon be arrests and prosecutions.

SLAYER'S WIFE LOCATED. 


The search for Mrs. Thaw, who disap- 


peared immediately after the shooting 
at the garden was continued throughout 
the night. This forenoon Captain-Hodg- 
ins of the Tenderloin station said that 
she had been located but that he did not 
intend to do anything bnt watch her for 
the present at lest. 


Long before the time set for the ar- 


rnignment of Thaw in the Jefferson mar- 
ket police court his valet went to the 
Tenderloin station with a change of 
clothing for the prisoner, so that he 
would not be obliged to appear in court 
in evening clothes which he wore when 
taken into custody. 


KODAK MEN. IN EVIDENCE. 


The scene in the vicinity of Jefferson 


Market police court was one of great ex- 
citement. Before eight o'clock crowds 
assembled in.front of the entrance,, and 
long before Thaw was timed, to arrive at 
the court • a curious crowd completely 
blocked all the surrounding streets. 
. Photographers were there by the score,' 


and the. crowd'grew to such dimensions 
that it became • necessary to call out'a 
large additional force of police to main- 
tain order. 


RODE IS PATROL WAGON. ' 


. It was understood at that time.that 
Thaw would be taken directly from the 
Tenderloin station to the court and that 
the.usual procedure in murder cases of 
having the prisoner photographed .at po- 
lice headquarters would be disregarded. 
It was said .also that-Thaw would be 
spared the humiliation of riding through, 
the streets in a patrol wagon -and that he 
would be taken-to :-court-by; Captain 


Thaw and the officers approached the 
criminal court building. All the sur- 
rounding streets were filled with curious 
crowds/- street^ traffic was entirely sus- 
pended and it was only by the combined 
efforts of -nearly a score of policemen 
that a; passageway was cleared for the 
patrol wagon. When Thaw, tired and 
worn looking stepped from the police 
wagon,-he was confronted by a small 
army of photographers. He qu,ickly cov- 
ered ihis'face with his hands and. with 
his guards brushed into .the building. He 
waS .taken at once to Coroner Doyle's 
private office and was welcomed by the 
coroner .with the 'greeting "sit down 
here, -Mr. Thaw", indicating a chair, near 
the-, desk. 


During1 almost his entire day.in.the 


coroner's office, Thaw sat with his. hands 
pressed to his face to conceaL.himseif 
from the score or more of photographers 
who. had crowded into the room. .Sev- 
eral times the croner directed that the 
room be cleared, but just as often the 
.photpgraphers and 
other spectators 


crowded back into the room. 


IN MURDERERS' ROW. 


At the. conclusion of the proceedings 


Thaw was taken through a side door to 
avoid the great crowd which had gather- 
ed in the corridors of the criminal court 
building and across the Bridge of-Sighs 
to the Tombs. There, after his pedigree 
had been taken, he was assigned to a 
cell on "the second tier of the 
prison 


wh'ere all prisoners charged with homi- 
cide are confined. 


Dr. McGuire, the Tombs physician, 


after a talk with the prisoner this after- 


concern, was called up by 'phone and ask 
ed for information, the reporter having 
been referred to him as an authority on 
such matters. The gentleman said that 
he had no news to give out at this time, 
in factrefused to give the slightest cause 
as.to the resignation.

Thaw's whole ap- 
pearance was chang'ed today. -He seem- 
ed much brighter than at any time-since 
the tragedy nnd for the first time since 
he has been in custody he appeared to 
take a lively interest i u h i s surround- 
ings. He was astir and partly dressed 
when the morning gong "sounded, at 7 
o'clock and greeted the guard" cheerily 
when the officer visited his cell.

WASHINGTON, June. 28.—The pure 


food bill, an agreement upon which was 


(reached by the conferees yesterday, is 
mow in the' senate's hands. 
' With the -exception of two' sections 
the bills, will not materially be different. 
The provisions of the house bill were 
eliminated entirely. They would, have 
authorized the secretary, of agriculture 
to fix standards as to the whplespmeneB5 
or unwholesomeness of various iood pre- 
servatives, and would have compelled-the 
persons selling drugs or food to furnish 
samples of such product-for analysis. - 


,The bill now makes it a misdemeanor 


for any person to manufacture,- sell, or 
offer,, for .sale any rarticle of ;food, drug, 
.medicine or liquor' which is• adulterated 
or misbranded, or .which contains, any 
poisonous or deleterious substance.- It 
prescribes for each, first offense a'..fine 
not to exceed $500, one.year's imprison- 
ment, or both, and for each subsequent 
offense a fine of not less than $1,000 or 


• one year's imprisonment.
